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RULES RESPECTING APPROPRIATIONS. 


Rure Tl. Each Church or Society receiving aid from the Convention, 
must have a pastor or the recular service of some minister, whose salary or 
compensation it holds itself responsible for and promptly pays, according to 
the terms of agreement. 

Rune II. Each Church or Society seeking aid, must make a written 
request fo the Board, eontaining definite information on the following 
pee :—the amount of aid desired,—the number in the Church, male and 
emale,—number of congregation,—the amount of property in the Charch 
and in the Congregation,—the name of the pastor or minister, and amount 
of’ his salary or compensation, with the conditions and manner of its being 
raised and paid,—and other tlings essential to a full and fair view of the 
contition and prospects of the Church or Society. 

Rue HI. Essential to a continuance of aid, is a report respectively to 
the quarterly meetings of the Board in Ovtober aud May, for the previous 
six months, touching the following points:—the general state of religious in- 
terest,—the character of attendanec on public worship and on the prayer 
ineetings,—the number of additions to the cburch,—the changes in the 
cougreszation.—the amount of benevolent contribations,—what missionary 
work has bees done by the chureh outside of the regular Sabbath congre- 
gations,—how far rule fifth has been observed.—and other things essential 
to a fair and full view of the condition of the Church and Society. 

Rote FV. No appropriation will be made to a Cliurch or Society for 
the payment of arrearages of pastor's salary, or any other debts contracted 
previous to the application of said Church for aid from the Convention. 

Rove V. Every Church receiving aid must be able to show, as a condi- 
tion of the same being continued, that it contributes to the Convention an 
amount, eqnal to ten per cent. of all appropriations made to it. 

Rose Vi. No orders for money in aid of the ehurehes shall be issued by 
the Seeretary until the middle of the quarter for which the appropriations 
are made, and in case of a change in the pastorate, the order shall be limited 
in amount te the proportion of the quarter during which the church receives 
the services of a pastor or its equivalent. 

Rue VII. Churches receiving aid are requested to adopt the envelope 
system of weekly collections for raising money to meet the expenses of wor- 
ship. 
oe VIII. Communications to ensure the attention of the Board, must 
be sent so as to reach the Seeretary on or before the Monday preceding the 
first Wednesday in February, Mav or August, and the Monday preceding 
the annual meeting of the Convention,

CONSTITUTION 


OF TIIE 


MASSACHUSETTS BAPTIST CONVENTION. ° 


Art. 1. This Convention shall be known by the name of the Massa- 
CuusETTS Barrist CONVENTION. 

Art. 2. The Convention shall be composed of Life Directors, Honorary 
Lite Directors, Life Members and Annual Members. Every ordained min- 
ister who is a member of a Baptist church in this Commonwealth nay be a 
member. Every Baptist church in the Commonwealth may also appoint 
one annual member of the Convention, and every Association likewise one 
annual member for every five churches connected with it. Any member 
ofa Baptist church who shall contribute to the Convention at one time the 
sum of twenty-five dollars may be a life member, and by the contribution 
of fifty dollars may be an honorary life director of the Convention. 

Axt. 3. The annual meeting of the Convention sliall be held on the 
last Wednesday in October, at 10 o’clock, A. M.A special meeting shall 
be called by the Secretary whenever the Board of Directors may appoint 
one. Thirty members shall be necessary to constitute a (juorum. 

Art. 4. At the annual meeting of the Convention there shall be chosen 
by ballot a President, one or more Vice-Presicents, a Secretary, a Treas- 
urér and two Audiiors. These officers, and such otlier persons a8 may be 
chosen, shall constitute a Board of Directors, for the transaction of the 
busingss of the Convention during the vear. ‘tis Board shall be composed 
of sixty members, of whom fifteen shall constitute a quorum. It shall keep 
a correct record of all its business, and report the same to the Convention. 
at its annual meeting. 

Arr. 5. All money designated for a particular objecl, if accepted, shall, 
be appropriated to that object alone. 

Ant. 6, This Constitution may be amended at any annual mecting of 
the Convention, by the vote of two-thirds of tle members present, in case 
notice of the proposed change has been given at the preceding annual 
meeting. 


BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD. 


Art. 1. The Board shall hold a Quarterly Meeting on the first Wednes- 
day in February, May, and in August, and on the Monday preceding the 
Annual Meeting of the Convention, at such time and place as may be pre- 
viously appointed. 

Art. 2%. In the absence of the President and Vice-Presidents, the Direc- 
tors shall preside at the meetings of the Board, according to the order in 
which they were elected. 

Arr. 3. The minutes of the proceedings of each meeting shall be read 
and approved at the close of each meeting. 

Anr. 4. All orders drawn on the Treasurer for appropriations made by 
the Board, shall be signed by the Secretary. 

Art. 5. The Board shall annually appoint a Prudeniial Committee of 
three, with whom the Secretary may confer during its recess; and at whose 
request the Secretary shall, at any time, call a special meeting of the Board.

26. Rev. A. P. Mason gave a very impressive address on the 
great work of the Home Mission Society. Jxss Tirrevt, Esa. ad- 
dressed the Convention also in behalf of the same cause. 


27. Rev. A, Pouarp, in a very effective manner, enforced the 
duty of pastors and ehurches te the Baptist Publication Society. 


28. The Committee on Nominations reported a list of officers, and 
the same were elected—the Directors in the usual manner of voting, 
and the others by ballot as provided in the Constitution.

BRETHREN OF THE CoNVENTION: 


Last year we gathered in goodly fellowship-at the me- 
tropolis of the State, but this year we come together in the 
most distant corner of the Commonwealth, now celebrated as the 
point of one of the most gigantic enterprises of the age. Mam- 
mon has faitli enough to say to mountains, “ be ye removed and 
cast into the sea,’ and the Church may lift its voice of faith, 
“ Prepare ye the way of the Lord, make a higliway for our 
God. Every mountain and hill shall be made low, and the 
glory of the Lord shall be revealed.” Twenty-one years ago 
the Convention met with the church with which we meet to- 
day, when the beloved Ticknor was our Treasurer, and Briggs 
and Duncan among the Vice-Presidents. The North Adams 
Chureh then reported 839 members, while to-day more than 
700 make her noble list of united disciples in the Lord. With- 
in the score of years the denomination has increased fifty per 
cent. in numbers. The Board would gratefully recognize the 
fact that the Convention bas had some share in this gratifying 
and stimulating progress. 

Among our last acts at the meeting of the Convention in 
Boston was to give our expression of gratitude to our beloved 
brother, Dea. Philip E. Hill, for his efforts to secure return 
tickets on the railroads. But among our first surprises after 
the adjournment was the sad intelligence of his comparatively 
sudden death. Dea. Hill was a most valuable and faithful 
member of the body. For many years he was a Life Director, 
and by successive elections an active Director of the Board. 


Being also at the time of his decease one of the Vice-Presi-

dents and a member of the Finance Committee, he will be 
much missed to-day in this gathering as he bas been missed in 
the quarterly meetings of the Board during the year. Ile was 
very faithful in his attention to all duties, peculiarly happy in 
greeting his brethren, and ready to do any work assigned him. 
So true was he in his warm and earnest zeal, that not only has 
the Convention met with a great loss, but the denomination 
also. If the spirits of the departed can look down upon earthly 
scenes we may be sure the good deacon witli a lively interest is 
watching our action to-day. 

The reports of the missionaries show that they have faith- 
fully performed the work assigned them, and with favorable 
results. The senior missionary, Father Fittz, can say with 
Paul, “his grace which was bestowed on me was not in vain ; 
hut I labored more abundantly than they all.” He has attend- 
ed 264 religious meetings of various kinds and preached 158 
times, laboring in every Association but two. He has been 
present and participated in 76 prayer meetings, and held pro- 
tracted services in six towns or villages. It has been his priv- 
ilege to take part in tle dedication of three houses of worship 
belonging to churches that have been or are aided by the Con- 
vention. Jis inissionary work in the way of counsel in diffi- 
culties, in furnishing supplies to feeble interests, in securing and 
settling suitable pastors, has been as in previous years full of 
good fruits. 

The junior missionary, Rev. Jonathan Tilson, received his 
commission at your last meeting and has now been in service 
one year. As was said o! one of old, “the soul of Jonathan 
was knit with the soul of David,” so the soul of our Jonathan 
has been knit in the happiest harmony and commuuity of effort 
with the soul of his senior in the work. In several instances 
he has come in and supplemented the work begun by the other, 
and in all cases treated him as a father in the ministry. It was 
well known that he delighted in missionary work among the 
poorer saints, and he had already proved himself adapted to 
the labor of winning souls and comforting the elect. Ile has 
preached 309 times in thirty-one different towns, and so on an 
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average six times a week, baptized in six villages, rejoiced in 
conversions in twelve places, attended a large number of eve- 
ning meetings, and performed work im some communities by 
going from house to house. 

While the Treasurer’s account does not show quite so much 
of a balance in our favor as the previous year, yet we have 
reason for gratitude that a new Board may begin their duties 
with at least a partial supply of funds. No such diminution of 
our resources appears to-day as is proportionate to the greatly 
lessened total of expenditures among the churches for the year. 
The statistics show that the denomination has raised for all 
purposes during the year from 26 to 30 per cent. less than the 
year before; at the same time onr expenses in one department 
have been considerably increased. The salary and expenses of 
the new inissionary have absorbed $1,500, or will have done 
so after this quarter’s payment, or about one-fourth as much as 
we give to all the churches, which sum was not chargeable to 
the account of a year ago. That we have heen able to carry 
along two missionaries, as large a number of churches as ever 
before, and some of them with increased approyriations, is occa- 
sion for warm thanksgiving. Sixty-six churehes have received 
$6,173.16, while the contributions of churches and individuals 
are only 3,851.31. The contributions are less by $2,631.93 
than in 1876. The diminution is owing to the fact that the 
gifts of individuals are not as large as a year ago. This state- 
ment «oes not include Berkshire and Westlield Associations. 

Although we begin a new year with a balance of $2,693.67, 
it will be far from meeting the wants immediatcly before us. 
Besides the appropriations made on Monday night amounting 
to nearly $2,600, we shall be obliged to meet some other calls 
upon the treasury. The Treasurer’s account reveals the as- 
tonishing fact that THE CHURCHES HAVE CONTRIBUTED ON AN 
AVERAGE ONLY $16 anp A FRACTION apreon. For what has 
been given we are grateful; but we have reason to fear that 
some even of the members of the Board who have voted for 
the largest appropriations have hardly aided in the means to 
fulfil their own action. 
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The Convention can have little idea of the difficulties under 
which the Board labors in trying to divide the appropriations 
fairly among the churches. Doubtless mistakes are made, and 
some churches as compared with others obtain more than their 
proper share. The representations which some make of them~- 
selves in pressing their claims, are made from a point of view 
very different from that which governs others. It is impossible 
for us to know all the facts in the case, and after invitmg and 
seeking information from every quarter we act with a feeling 
that our judgment may be utterly at fault. We find, however, 
some relief in two considerations: first, that in any unequal dis- 
tribution of the funds we can scarcely seem to act with more 
inequality than appears in the apportionments of Divine Provi- 
dence among ministers in general; and second, that no pastor 
has received in any case a sum which is above the merit of his 
ninistertal labor. If we ever give beyond the exact proportion 
in any case, yet the receiver is not rewarded according to his 
toil. While the Board makes appropriations to clurches ouly, 
still the theory is a reasonable one, that faithful men, who are 
giving their best ability to the cause at a return far below its 
worth, should have from the denomination some per cent. of 
what they need made up to them. They are helping make 
the Baptist family what it is. They are in need—shall the 
family with its large estate and ample means decline to give 
them practical sympathy? If the Lord called them to the 
ministry, He as much called the abundance of their brethren 
to sustain them as He ever ealled the churches to support mis- 
sionaries in heathen lands. THERE ARE FIFTY MINISTERS 'o- 
DAY IN MassaCHUSETTS THAT OUGHT TO HAVE FROM SOME 
SOURCE AN ADDITION TO THEIR SALARY OF TWO OR TIIREE 
HUNDRED DOLLARS EACH. 

We need more money. We need the means to push our 
State work forward on a more generous scale than ever in the 
past. Could we afford it, several missionaries might be profit- 
ably employed. When we had but one, it seemed almost ne- 
cessary that he should divide himself into fractions, that every 
one might have his “ portion of meat in due season ;” but now 
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that we have two, the demands for missionary work appear 
rather to have increased than lessened. At any rate we need 
a missionary to attend toa kind of work which never has had 
much consideration: the training of the churches in the grace 
of finances. A man who should teach some churches how not 
to come to the Convention, would be their best benefactor. To 
go among them and show them how to keep accounts, make 
collections, get subscriptions, interest every child in the enter- 
prise, invite non-worshipping people to contribute, and in short 
do the Lord’s business in the practical way the Lord ordains, 
would confer the richest boon upon many of the feeble churcli- 
es. Giving sound methods is better sometimes than giving 
money. But we may refer to this again further on. 

It is a matter of surprise that some of the cliurches do not 
yet see the importance of regular, generous aid to the Conven- 
tion. In all Associations the rich and poor meet together. 
Pastors of the larger churches must know the pressing needs 
of their less fortunate brethren. These do not like to com- 
plain; Lut in the complicated needs of the vile body, and some- 
times of several bodies, can attest Paul’s experience: “ we 
ourselves groan within ourselves.”” As an illustration of how 
easy it may be to forget or not rightly measure the importance 
of the cause—in one Association where half its churches are 
dependent on the Convention, the entire contribution of the 
whole amounts to but little more than the Board has sometimes 
given to a single one of its number! This is of course an ex- 
treme case, but forcibly presents certain tendencies quite too 
common. 

The attention of the Board has been called to certain new 
fields of labor. For many years the hope has been cherished 
that a favorable opening for Baptist worship-night be found in 
the very flourishing town of Brockton. Very unexpectedly 
during the past year worship was commenced, a Sabbath school 
gathered, a church organized, a minister ordained, and thus an 
interest started full size without any process of slow growth. 
The Board has encouraged the enterprise by very generous 
appropriations, and in a few years Brockton may be the leading 
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church in its Association. Attention also has been directed to 
a new church in Roslindale. This chureh, located in a village 
of recent growth and but a short distance from the metropolis, 
has an interesting origin. It has also been favored of late with 
manifestations of the Divine Spirit, and within a year has 
nearly doubled its members. The Board has besides been 
called to look upon one of the older fields of the Baptist faith— 
Cwimington, In 1844 there was in this town a flourishing 
church of ninety-five members, thus having more communi- 
cants than half of our churches to-day; but in seven years 
froin that time it ceased to report itself, and finally lost its visi- 
bility. Some property still exists in the vicinity on which the 
Baptists have a contingent claim. Cireumstances indicate that 
the dead may sometimes rise to life, or through a process of 
spiritual evolution there come from the ancient ‘ protoplasm ” 
a new form of being. One of the missionaries has been labor- 
ing there with encouraging results. The elurch now proposes 
to vepair its long-deserted house, and comes to the Board with 
an appeal for help. Chesterfield, adjoining, where there was 
once a church of nearly a hundved members, may supply some 
material in the new movement. About half of the churches 
assisted by your funds have made encouraging progress during 
the year. In one Association a full third of all the conversions 
have taken place in the aided churches; in another, two-thirds. 
Revival mercies have been quite abundant in these feebler 
bodies. A most interesting illustration of the work accom- 
plished is found in the case of Wendell. For several years it 
was so near death as hardly to show a sign of respiration. A 
nominal membership of fifteen went upon the records vear after 
year in the Annual Report. Last year it reported twenty- 
three. This year in consequence of a work of grace that 
stirred the whole town, the chureh suddenly more than doubled 
its numbers, qnadrupled its efficiency, and now seems like one 
“raised to newness of life.” A similar case is that of Barre. 
At the last meeting, this church was in so enfeebled and de- 
pressed a state as to render its future very uncertain. A 
much-esteemed brother began to supply them with preaching 
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at a discount of 80 per cent. below its value. Soon there were 
such indications of good he moved his family among the people ; 
and receiving a salary about as large as one would get for 
teaching a district school, he gave himself to serve them. 
Numbers were converted, adding both spiritual and pecuniary 
strength to the church. Revivals also have been enjoyed by 
the churches in Petersham, West Royalston, Shirley, West 
Townsend, Stoneham, Quincy Point, Rowe, and several other 
places. 

The other half of the aided churches show no material 
change, and many of them will remain in the same condition 
of dependence unless some other policy or methods than those 
of their past routine be accepted and pursued by them. The 
stationary condition of several of them is not owing necessarily 
to the causes usually mentioned to account for the unvarying 
repetition of the same story of weakness, viz.: the decay and 
change of population, the dying out of the older members, the 
ditticulty of coming together for combined effort—dut to causes 
within themselves : indisposition to take the pains and penalties 
of action, to fulftl the real responsibilities of church existence, 
and to recognize the fundamental facts of Christian life—** we 
are not our own” in any respect, but are “laborers together 
with God.’ In this connection the Board would hint at, for 
the purpose of aiding in correcting the same, some of the 
causes why a part of the churches remain so long in a state of 
weakness. 

1. As a leading reason, sometimes feebleness in the ministry 
must be confessed. By this is not meant mental or pulpit 
feebleness particularly, but inefficiency, indolence of effort in 
the pastorate. The most living man in any community should 
be the man of God. He should walk fast, hear fast, see fast, 
talk fast, handle fast, and in the noblest sense be the fast man 
of the town. He should be wise at 30, and then young at 70. 
He should keep something astir in his church. Efficiency— 
ihe power to stir wp life in the church—hides a multitude of 
sins in ‘“‘the foolishness of preaching.” Once our Methodist 
friends converted men faster on their uncultured methods than 
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al] other sects together, because their preaching had six days 
of activity with it. The fishers of men preach with bait, line, 
hook, net and such ke. The smaller churches cannot have 
the best gifts of the head always; but they can demand some 
of the best gifts of hands and feet, and might examine candi- 
dates for settlement on the question whether their pulse beats 
thirty or sixty a minute, and their natural gait is two or four 
miles an hour. In relation to a church, the physical qualifica- 
tiens of a pastor are immensely important. A. living pastor 
will put life enough into a small church in any place to make it 
gradually larger and larger. Preaching is often only a physi- 
cian’s dose to the dying; the medicine is good enough, but the 
only advantage is, the doctor gets paid for his slow and solemn 
calls. 

2. We are obliged to mention, as another cause of pro- 
Jonged weakness, the disinclination of some churches to enter 
upon systematic work. A chureh is a workshop, and not a 
parlor or a cell. “To every man his work,” is the word of 
the Master. A working church never dies. If divided into 
sections for specific forms of effort—some to gather children 
into the Sunday school, some to invite neighbors to worship, 
some to get up and maintain district: meetings, some to circu- 
late tracts, some to engage in Bible reading among the poor, 
some to report the sermons to the stay-at-homes, some to 
hosanna for the pastor, but every member on some kind of 
active committee—then the church might at once report to the 
Board: Bro. Demas has returned from loving the world, Bro. 
Diotrephes has become as a little child, Bro. Alexander has 
ceased to annoy the pastor, Sisters Doreas, Lydia and Phebe 
have taken up missions of usefulness, and we need no further 
aid from the Convention. It is possible for the fecblest church 
to commence work on the plan of the West Royalston church. 
“There seemed to be an impression,” says their report to the 
Association, “that a direct and personal effort was needed in 
our community, and consequently every house was visited by 
Christian workers. For several weeks it became necessary to 
meet for prayer every evening. A goodly number have heen 
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hopefully converted.” A like effort in Wendell resulted in 
meetings of three months, which ended in the conversion of 
seventy-five souls in all classes of society, and changed the 
whole aspect of the town. Now these are very small places, 
with a sparse population and with limited facilities for meeting 
together. But missionary work does insure the promise: ‘ Lo, 
Tam with you.” Labor of a similur kind in Rowe has found 
reward in the gathering of souls and the building of a new 
house of worship. 

But one of the letters to the Board, in answer to the ques- 
tion whether the church was doing any missionary work, ex- 
presses a common feeling: “ We think the work of visiting and 
inviting to Christ belongs to the pastor.” Such an impression 
if not corrected will be fatal to that progress which it is in the 
power of every church to attain. Alas! that so many think a 
church is simply « body to be preached at once a week, and not a 
band of workers to do all that the .preacher shows by his own 
example. 

8. <A still further oceasion of prolonged weakness is some- 
times a shiftless manner of managing the finances of the church. 
A feeble church cannot afford to be unsystematie im any of its 
operations, but least of all in its pecuniary affairs. Any church 
that can raise $400 by the loose and uncertain ways of some 
bodies, can better raise $600 by a careful and exact and prompt 
management of its subscriptions and pledges. The paying at a 
fixed time is often the only way of paying at all. Subscriptions 
uncollected on the very day of being due soon go among old 
accounts. Occasionally the most inefficient man in the chareh 
is made collector because he has time, and he has time because 
of the qualities of his flesh and blood. Often, too, the subscrip- 
tion to sustain the Gospel is not mace up for two or three 
months after the year begins, and there is'no certainty what 
the real income of the church will be. Soon arretrages appear 
with their paralyzing, discouraging effect, and the chureh is 
obliged to move on, ever dunning themselves for wretched debts 
of the past. Some of the Convention churches do not know 
how to obtain a suitable pastor on this very acconnt. Two 
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dollars for the future is easier than one dollar for the past. A 
church has no right to promise what it cannot pay, and should 
never feel that subscriptions will collect themselves or throngh 
a system that has no dates nor order. Financial confusion 
causes weakness in everything, and inakes the life of the chureh 
a constant groaning all through. 

4, Still another cause of prolonged weakness may be fitful 
and uncertain efforts to maintain the Gospel. This sometimes 
grows out of a settled purpose to have particular gifts or noth- 
ing. Instead of the church settling wisely down on such a kind 
of labor as it knows itself able to maintain year after year, it is 
moved to some extraordinary exertion in coveting “the best 
gifts.” Several hundred dollars above the real ability of the 
people is pledged with glowing interest to the new experiment. 
But the strain is an excessive one. The attractive little ser- 
monettes that acted with such happy cflect on the community 
at first cannot always be enjoyed. Any arrangement tliat 
gives a feeble cliurch a pastor of unusual gifts must be an uneer- 
tain one. Few meu of drawing power will remain long te draw 
in a little field ; something shortly breaks that connects the two 
parts of the hopeful enterprise—one part rushes off grandly over 
the hill, while the other goes rumbling down with frightful speed 
tg its former level. ‘lo undertake to grade the operations of 
a church by the fluctuating class that run to the Gospel as a 
crowd goes to a free lunch, is very unwise, for the support from 
such sources is more i hosannas than in cash. Equally injudi- 
cious, too, may be those uneasy movements which clamor for 
nothing but revival gifts. Of all ministerial gifts, the poorest is 
the revival one if that be all. A pastor who cannot feed tle flock, 
fold it, tram and protect it, father and mother it, is not much of 
a man for a feeble church. A pastor who cannot develop it in 
acting, giving and living, is no great blessing to his people. Yet 
some, departing from the patient, constant, prayerful work of 
laboring with an average minister, ask for something highly 
stimulating, make excessive promises, go up suddenly from $500 
toa $1,000, and at the end ot the year find themselves exhausted. 
One of the aided churches at one time paid a new pastor, under 
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a special glow of feeling, about $1,000 ; but found it impossible 
te continue it a.second year, and dropped at once into a state 
of depression which was followed by the closing of their house 
for months. The history of some churches is this—an extraor- 
dinary effort, then an extraordinary reaction into discouragement. 
The basis of the ministry is teaching; the gitt of the Spirit is 
all truth; the true qualification of a minister is, “apt to teach.” 
The demand for exceptional gifts grows out of false ideas botl 
of the church and ministry. From these come artificial needs, 
irregularity of effort, and the frequent experimenting with new 
pastors. Such things keep many eliurches hopelessly weak. 

5. The Board would specify yet another cause of prolonged 
weakness—no determined purpose of independence. Except 
in the case of new interests, where the denomination may find 
it expedient to prepare the way, the Convention should only 
be the final resort of the churches. The obligation of each 
chureh is to do its utmost, every member participating, to sup- 
port the Gospel before it appeals to this body for help. The 
Convention does not exist to make it casy for any to maintain 
the Gospel, but only in their exigency to make it possitle. Un- 
necessary aid is so much weakness. One church has just se- 
cured a new pastor, and has dropped the salary from $700 to 
$400, and still asks the Board to give the same as when raising 
the larger sum. At the same time there is actually more prop- 
erty in the church than in another near by which has been 
supporting its pastor by a salary of more than $1,200. There 
are no promises to penuriousness, and especially to that penu- 
rionsness which would make its privileges the duties of others. 
This church, with seventy-six members, reported only $5.50 
for foreign missions last year, $4.25 for home missions, and 
$10 for all other purposes, yet it represents nearly $100,000 in 
property. It has been for years like the lame man at the beau- 
tiful vate of the temple, “asking alms,” when it might have 
heard the merciful utterance, ‘ rise. up and walk.” 

Brethren, as we enter upon a new year of work, let it be oti 
a scale of vigorous an generous activity. Let us follow our 
missionaries with constant remembrance and prayer. Let us 
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bear on our hearts the condition of the hundred pastors in 
Massachusetts who eat the bread of comparative poverty. Let 
us remember the churches that really make great sacrifices to 
sustain the Gospel. Let us do more work in every part of 
the Commonwealth, bearing in mind the prophet’s call: ‘Go 
through, go through the gates; prepare ye the way of the 
people ; cast up, cast up the highway; gather out the stones ; 
lift up a standard for the people.” 
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ABRIDGED REPORTS FROM THE ASSOCIATIONS. 


BarnstaBLe. Returns from the ¢hurches not very encouraging. [Rea- 
son to fear ihat the fires have burned so low in some cases that they can 
never be rekindled. The church in Orleans has been dropped, as it has 
failed to report for three years. The churches aided by the Convention, 
on the whole, show a more aggressive activity than the self-sustaining ones. 
The churches of Nantucket, Pocassct and South Yarmouth have been 
somewhat revived. Father Barnaby, who has labored seventy years in the 
ministry and is now ninety years of age, has just resigned his charge in 
West Harwich, after serving the church nearly forty years. 

BrerxsHrre. Meeting of the Association very large and interesting. 
The state of the churches is full of promise. Revivals have been enjoyed 
in Pittsfield and Hinsdale. Changes in the pastorate have been too nu- 
merous. Rev. J. KX. Metcalf, of Lanesboro’, is very low, and waiting the 
summons to go up higher. 


Boston Nortu. A year of mueh prosperity. Over a thousand bap- 
tisms reported. OF the thirty-seven churches, more than twenty have en- 
joyed revivals of religion; one church, Union Temple, having added 148 
to its number, and another, First Cambridge, 98. The veneralile First 
Church of Boston, after two centuries of rich experience, renews its life by 
becoming one with the Shawmut Avenue. 


Boston Sourn. The churches of this hody have been especially blessed 
by the labors of the evangelist Moody having been within reach of all of 
them. More baptisms reported than last year, and a more vigdrous spirit 
of evangelism. The Clarendon Street, Dudley Street and Ruggles Street 
churches have each received very large accessions. More than one-fourth 
of all the churches are without pastors. Bro. Dougherty has changed his 
denominational relations. Ruggles Strect, which has enjoyed so remark- 
able a progress under Bro, Seymour, has found it necessary to make a 
second enlargement of its sanctuary. 


FraminGusm. fn four or five of the churches considerable additions, 
but the whole number of baptisms is less than one hundred. Compara- 
tively few changes in the pastoral relation. Some of the churches have 
been making a very commendable effort to get rid of burdensome debts. 


Frankuin. The largest number of baptisms reported by any church is 


niné in Greenfield. Most of the churches are small and feeble, and some 
of them have discouraging prospects. 
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Merrimack River. Revival work has been general in the churches, 
nearly all having enjoyed refreshing seasons. Very few words of lamenta- 
tion or discouragement heard at the meeting. Methuen and First Ilaver- 
hill have had nmusually large additions. The Association adopte: measures, 
Ly the united effort of all the churches, to raise onc thousand dollars a year 
for two years to remove the debt of the church in Merrimack. 


Mitters River. Reports from most of the churches encouraging. 
Wendell has been especially blessed and encouraged, and plans have been 
taken to repair their house. All but two of the churches are now supplied 
with pastors. 

Oxtp Cotony. Progress in every department of Christian enterprise, 
especially in the liquidation of church debts and arrangement of church 
finances. A new church in Brockton, in a most encouraging field, has 
been added to the body. Carver has made improvements on its house of 
worship. Cochesett has been deeply atilicted in the loss of Dea. Ifill. 
Central Middleboro’ has received a larger number of members than in any 
year during its whole history. Several of the churches cherish special 
gratitude to the Convention for timely aid. 

Satem. The first half century of the Association just closed. Unusual 
revival mercies during the year. Ali but six of the churches report bap- 
tisms, and someof them, as First and East Lynn, First and Second Bev- 
erly, Salisbury and Aiesbury, have had very large accessions. Some of 
the letters alluded to the disinelination of converts to be baptized, and pos- 
sibly some failure of plain and decided preaching of this great duty. Two 
ministers have been called home to heaven, Rev.C. W. Bradbury of Ames- 
bury, and Rev. C. Keyser, D. D. of Wakefield. 

Taunton. Of the eighteen churehes, fifteen have pastors. Six have 
enjoyed revivals of more or less power, and the Third Fall River reports 
68 added to its number. Several of the churclies are quite weak and need 
the sympathy and aid of the denomination. 

Wacnusetr. The ehurches in Barre, Littleton and Winchendon re- 
port each a special work of grace. Fifteen churches have gained in num- 
bers, four have lost and one hag held its own. 

Westrietp. Not as many revivals in the churches as the previous 
year. The cause has made progress, however, all along the line. One 
church is building a new and tasteful house, and others are repairing their 
old ones. The churches reeeiving aid are doing well. 


WorcestxR. More baptisms reported than for several years before. 
The churches are mostly in a healthy and encouraging condition. Espe- 
cial revival seasons have been enjeyed by three of the churches in Werces- 
ter and the church in Northboro’. Changes in the pastorate have not 
been more numerous than usual.

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ACT OF INCORPORATION AND SUBSEQUENT ACTS, 


The Massacuvsetts BarrisT Misstonary Socirry, formed in Roston, May 
26, 1802, in the meeting-house of the First Baptist Chureh-and the oldest Mis- 
sionary Society of the denominatien—was incorporated by act of the Legislature 
Feb. 28, 1808, as follows: 


Section l. Be it enacted by the Senateand House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by authority of the same, ‘That Thomas Laldwin, Doctor in 
Divinity, the Rev. Joseph Clay, Deacon John Waitt, of Boston; the Rev. Wil- 
liam Collier, Dea. David Goodwin, and Dea. Johns Carter, of Charlestown; the 
Rev. Joseph Grafton and John Kenrick, Esq., of Newton; the Rev. Lucius 
Bolles of Salem; the Rev. William Williams of Wrentham; the ltev. Elisha 
Williams of Beverly; the Rev. William Batchelder of Haverhill; the Rev. Val- 
entine W. Rathbun of Bridgewater; and the Rev. John Peak of Newburyport; 
together with such others as way hereafter associate with them and their sneces- 
sors, be and they are hereby made abody politic and corporate, hy the name of 
the Baptist Alissionary Society in Massachusetts, and by that name may sue and 
be sued at law, in any action, real, personal or mixed; and may prosecute and 
defend such actions to final judgment and execution, and may do and suffer all 
other ings which corporations of a similar nature may or ovght to do and suf- 
fer; aud the sail Society shall have continuance and succession for the term of 
fifteon years from the passing of this act; but the Legislature of this Common- 
wealth may at any time alter, amend or repeal the same, if they shall see cause 
therefor, réserving, however, to the said corporation the property thereto be- 
longing; and nothing contained in this act shall be construed to change or divert 
the use and expenditure of the tands or other property from the purpose for 
whieh they are or may be raised; and tie Legisiuture of this Commonwenith 
shall always have a right to examine into the doings, funds and expenditures of 
the said corporation, and for that purpose shall have access to all their books 
aud papers. 


Srerion 2. Be st further enacted, That the said corporation shall have power 
to receive and bold real estate of any kind, in fee simple, or other less estate not 
exceeding fifteen thousand dollars, and of receiving and holding personal estate 
by donation, bequest, legucy or Otherwise, not exceeding teu thousaud dollars, 
the annual income of all which real and personal cstate shall be applied to the 
sole use and purpose of diffusing Christian knowledge, iu such manner as the 
said corporation shall judge will best promote snd answer the design of their in- 
corporation: Provided, however, that each and every of the missionaries, or 
other instructors, or teachers employed by the said corporation, shall be of the 
Protestant religion, of competent learning, of reputed piety and prudence, and 
of exemplary morals. 


Seotron 3.: Be it further enacted, That the said corporation may annually 
elect hy Dailot, by a majority of the members present, at a meeting regularly 
notified aud held in the manner ss directed in the sixth seetion of this act, a 
President, Viec-President, Secretary, Treasurer, and such number of Trustees as 
they may think proper (not less than seven), and such other offieers as may by 
them be considered necessary; and ail snch officers when chosou may hold their 
offices until others are chosen in their stead; and in case of death, resignation 
or ilisability of either of the sid officers, the said corporation shall have a right 
in like manner, at bd mecting held by adjournment, as may be most convenient, 
to fill any vacancy which may so happon: Provided, however, the present offi- 
cers of the said Sacicty may continue to hold their places until the next annual 
meetiug, or unless others are chosen in their stead, conformably to the provis- 
ions of this act. 
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Srction 4. Be tt further enacted, That the snid corporation be, and hereby is 
authorized, at their first meeting to be holden under this act, by vote of the 
majority of the members present, to make und cstablish such by-laws, rules and 
orders, as they may think necessary, for the prudent and regular management 
of their affairs, subject however to revisions, additions or alterations from time 
to tite at any regniar meeting, and may also annex reasopable penalties ior the 
breach of either suid by-laws, rules or orders, Provided tho same are uot in any 
case repugnant to the Constitution and laws of this Commonwealth. 

Aud in order that.the members of the said Socicty, and all the contributors to 
said design, may know the state of the funds aud of ull the donntions made to 
the same and the disposal thereof; 


SroTion 5. Be it further enacted, That particular xcconnts of such funds, and 
the expenditures thereof, stall be exhibited hy the’Treasurer, or in case of his 
absence, by the Sccretary, at tho annual stated meetings of said Socicty, and 2 
committee of sail Society having first examined and certified the same to he 
true; and tuir entries shall be made in hooks to be provided for that purpose, of 
all donations made to the Society aud of all the estate, real or personal, belong- 
tug to the samic; and the said books shall be brought to the general, stated and 
aunual meetings, und be there open tor the examination of the members. 


Section 6. Be it further enacted, ‘That Thomas Baldwin, Doctor in Divinity, 
be, and ho is horeby authorized to appoint the first meeting of said Socicty, and 
to publish a notification of the time und place, in two of the newspapers printed 
in Boston, fifteen days at least before (ho day of the meeting. 


Zn February, 1822, the Legislature passed the follawing Act, renewing and 
enlarging the churter of the Society : 


Sreotton 1. Re it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in Gen- 
erat Court assembler, and by authority of the same, That so much of the first sec- 
tion of the act cutitled ' An Act to incorporate the members of » Society by the 
nume of the Baptist dlissionary Society in Massachusetts,” as limits the contin- 
uance of said Society to fifteen ycara, be, and the same is hereby repealed. 


Section 2. Beit further enacted, That so much of the second section of said 
act 48 authorizes and limits the Seciety to receive and hold real estate to an 
amotnt not exceeding fifteen thousand dollars, and personal estate by donation, 
bequest, legacy or otherwise, not cxceeding ten thousand, be so far altered and 
aiucnded as to allow said corporation to receive and hold real xnd personal estate 
to the nmonat of fifty thousand dollars, the annual income of which shall be ap- 
plied agreeably to the proyisions of said act, and uot otherwise: l'rovided that 
the Legislature shall have a right to repeal this act whenever they shall deem it 
expedient. 


In 1885, the Legislature passed an act altering the name of the Society as 


follows : 

Section 1. Beit enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, tn Gen- 
eral Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, That from and after the 
ain of this uct, the Baptist Missionary Society in Massachusetts shall be 

nown and called by the name of the MassacutsetT?s Bavrisr ConvENTION, and 
that it retain, under said new name, all its existing powers, privileges, righta and 
property, and remain suliject to all its present duties, obligations and liabilities. 


Srorion 2. Beit further enacted, That so mach of the Act of Incorporation of 
said Society as relates to the unmber, duties, and time and place of choosing the 
oflicera of said corporation, be, aud the same is hereby repealed.

From this report it appears that the Societyjfhas paid $1,629.70 
to thirty widows and orphans during the year; for Joshua Lincoln’s 
life insurance policy, which the Society holds as collateral security, 
$150.50 ; and for expenses, $13.17 ; leaving in the Treasury, 
$1,801.70. Of this sum, $1,000 properly belongs to the Permanent 
Fund. The amount immediately appropriated to twenty-four widows 
and orphans was $1,300. 

The amount appropriated ubove the contributions of the churches is 
$461.48. 

To meet this deficiency and provide for the drafts of another season, 
two things are necessary :—Jirst, that every pastor in the Common- 
wealth preseut the claims of the Society to his church ; and Second, that 
each church give the Society a collection. If this is done, there will be 
no lack of fands with which to relieve the widows and orphans of de- 
ceased Baptist ministers in our State. No more delicate or sacred duty 
is imposed upon us than this. Let it be performed heartily as unto the 
Lord, who is the widow’s God, and a Father to the futherless.

Presiden?s Statement. 

The charitable work of the Conference has been prosecuted, the past 
year, under much embarrassment. The extreme and long-continued de- 
pression of business and financial derangement that have pressed so heavily 
upon the industrial and commercial interests of this part of our country, 
seriously diminishing the receipts of a!] our missionary societies, have made 
it very difficult to obtain sufficient funds to mect the urgent wants of our 
indigent brethren. 

During the first ten months of the year, the receipts of our Treasurer 
were exceedingly small. Early in September a circular was issued and 
widely cireulated throngh the State. setting forth the depleted condition of 
the Treasury, and the pressing need of prompt and generous contributions 
to meet the emergency. The responses to this appeal, if not all that was 
desired, have been quite numerous and encouraging, bringing into the 
Treasury the means of ineeting the immediate and most urgent claims upon 
it. But with the present number of the recipients of our benéfactions, and 
the certainty that their extreme destitution will call for regular quarterly 
appropriations in the future as in the past, contributions for their relief 
must continue to flow into our Treasury, or iis resources will again be 
exhausted before half of the year shall have passed. The present number 
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of brethren receiving aid is eight—one new case having been received quite 
recently. One of these disabled veterans of the Cross is over ninety years 
of age, and has been an active and successful minister for more than sixty- 
Jive years. He is now utterly destitute and dependent. Three others are 
upwards of eighty, and are equally destitute. The remaining four are all 
old men, the youngest of them not less than sixty-five years old. They have 
no property, and depend chiefly on our appropriations for their support. 
Every one of them is in feeble health, or burdened heavily with the in- 
firmities of old age. They are men of God, who have filled important posi- 
tions as pastors—valiant soldiers of Christ, who have won victories on many 
battlefields. They are now fallen and prostrate, in helpless weakness and 
destitution. 

Brethren, what is our duty to these men? What does Christ, their Lord 
and ours, require of us? Are we not under the most sacred obligations to 
do all in our power to supply these worthy and suffering men with the 
comforts of life? As pastors, shall we not cheerfully and earnestly com- 
mend the claims of our needy brethren to the sympathy and liberality of 
the churches under our eare, and use our best influence to obtain for the 
Conference a generous collection every year? The extent of our work of 
relief, so far as it has drawn money from our Treasury, will appear in the 
following

Obttuary Report. 


Dear BRETHREN :—Six members of our Conference have died during 
the year. 


Rev. Srras Hatz was born in Raynham, Mass., Jan. 16, 1789. In 1806 
he joined the First Baptist Church in Middleboro’, and graduated at Brown 
University in 1809. Soon after graduation he was ordained pastor of the 
Baptist church in Dighton. He was subsequently settled in Taunton, 
New Bedlord, South Abington, Attleboro’, Middleboro’, Sharon, Raynham, 
Swansey, and Warren, R. I. He died at South Abington, Dec. 29th, 1876, 
at the advanced age of eighty-eight years lacking only eighteen days. A 
slight shock of paralysis was followed a few days after by his death. He 
was able to discharge filly the duties of the ministry until nearly fourscore, 
a period from his ordination of nearly sixty years. For seventy years he 
had been a professor of religion. 

A friend says of him, “* Mr. Flall’s character as a man was a Combination 
of intelligence and wisdom, distinguished more by clear perception and 
sound judgment than by any striking qualities. He was not only well read 
in his profession, but was an excellent general scholar, and in the elas- 
sies, particularly, his knowledge was uncommouly aecurate. It would per- 
haps be said of him that he was a man of strong prejudices. Tle was a very 
decided Baptist, but he loved all who loved the Saviour, and manifested a 
spirit of good-will toward his brethren in all his actions. He was very far 
removed from anything like ostentation, never seeming to utter an expres- 
sion, or perform an act from mere motives of personal display. 

“ As a preacher, he was instructive. Ile sought rather to benefit his 
hearers than to please them. He preached the Gospel faithfully and fear- 
lessly, in its simplicity and purity, and no one could hear him without feel 
ing that his heart was in bis work.” 


Rev. Lewis E. Caswett died at his home in Leverett Street, Boston, 
March (5th, 1877. He was born in Boston in 1795, and was baptized by 
Dr. Baldwin in 1817. He was ordained as a Baptist minister and was set- 
tled in Meredith, N. H., for five years, and at Ware, N. IL, for cight years. 
For the last thirty years of his life he Jabored as a inissionary in the city of 
Boston, supported by the contributions of friends of the poor who had ¢on- 
fidence in his piety and wisdom. His wife died seven weeks before him. 
The loss was a great trial to him, but he bore it with Christian resignation, 
having but little time to wait for his own departure. He was buried at 
Mt. Auburn in a lot which Cliristian kindness had prepared for him. 

Rev. Dr. Eddy of Boston, at one time his pastor, attended his funeral. 
Te says of him, Ilis life was spent in doing good to the poor. He was 
known but little on the platform anid iu the pulpit; but his record is in the 
homes of woe, and in the chambers of'sickness. He went about doing good. 
8 
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He had the confidence of those who knew him, and often has he been as- 
sisted in his mission charities by wealthy men of other. sects, who knew 
that anything entrusted to his hands would be well used. 

“Tle was a straightforward Baptist, loyal to Christ and the truth. lis 
life was unblemished. He was aman of striet integrity and honor. Le 
was one of the earliest advocates of the temperance reform, and gave shape 
to many of the plans of the early friends of that cause. He was an anti- 
slavery man of a radical stamp in the days when slavery was defended 
from the pulpit asa Bible institution. Tis life was given up to the work 
of inaking the poor people of Boston more virtuous and more happy. 

* TTe was one of ihe oldest members of Baidwin Place church. and to the 
day of bis death carried the welfare of that venerable body in his heart. 
He has gone to meet Baldwin, Tucker, Caldicott and Stow, his old pastors 
and friends. His memory is blessed.” 


Rey. Cotrritanp Apni8o0n SKINNER died at Worcester, Mass.. April 
16, 1877, at the age of filty-seven. He was born at Wheatland, Munroe 
Co., N. Y., and converted when twelve years old. He entered Madison 
University in the class of 1844 and remained till the close of his sopho- 
more year. He was ordained at Jonesville, Mich., in 1844, and was subse- 
quently pastor at Lyons and Chili, N. ¥., Middletown and Cromwell. Conn., 
Colispring on the Hudson, N. Y., at Easton, Pa., where he baptized one 
hundred persons, Glenn's Falls, N. ¥. In Massachusetts he was settled 
one year at Groton Junction, now Ayer, at [lyde Park and Dedham, in 
Boston as City Missionary of the Baldwin Place Llome for Little Wander- 
ers, and at Millbury. 

His health was so far impaired at the close of his pastorate in Millbury, 
eight years before his death, that he did not resume the pastoral office. 
His last years were full of suffering. He was oceupied very largely in many 
of hig pastorates with the vexatious and little appreciated labor of raising 
money for the payment of clinr¢h debts. To this work it is to be feared 
he sacrificed his life. A gradual softening of the brain, accompanied at 
last by paralysis of the chest, caused his death. Ilis labors in the leviti- 
mate work of the pastorate were accompanied by frequent revivals and 
many conversions. Ie had baptized in all about three hundred persons. 
He was aready and effective preacher, and in the direetion in which be 
was specially ealled to work, a persistent and sucvesstil laborer. 


Rey. WiLLarp PEALE Urnam died May 27, 1877, at Coffeeville, Kan- 
sas, where he was laboring, though still retaining a home in Framingham, 
the place of his last pastorate. IIe was a son of Dea. Joshua Upham of 
Salem. He was born in 1818 and converted while an apprentice in Bos- 
ton at the age of nineteen. Having decided to enter the ministry he fitted 
for college and entered Granville College, Ohio, now Dennison University, 
where he remaineil for two or three years, but did not graduate. In 1843 
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he was sent by the Missionary Union to the Cherokee Indians, whom he 
reached in July, and was ordained October 13, 1844, by Rev. Evan Jones 
of the Cherokee Mission, and took charge of the national school connected 
with the mission, in whieh he labored with vilicieney until February, 1861, 
where at the outbreak of the war he was forced to leave by armed banditti. 
Tn 1863 he became pastor of the Baptist Church in Lawrence, where he 
labored until the church was seattered by the Quantrell raid. In 1864 he 
returned to New England and settled at Groton Junction in this State, 
now Ayer. Two years later he removed to West Townsend, where he re- 
mained for five years anda half. From 1872 to the Fall of 1876 he was 
pastor of the Baptist Ghurch in Framingham. Thenee he reiurned to 
Kansas and commenced preaching in Coffeeville. At the end of six weeks 
he died very suddenly. But he was prepared for the event. In a letter 
to lis wife, after expressing sympathy with Paul in his desire to “ depart 
and be with Christ,” he added, “It may be, that Iam now pluming my 
wings. soon to fly away to more genial elimes. As the birds in early 
autumn have within them promptings which lead them to set their faces 
southward, so the children of God often have spiritual promptings, longings 
to depart on the eve of their departure for the climes of Paradise,—the 
perpetual summer of the soul.” He died at the home of his son and was 
buried in Lawrence from the churel of his first pastorate, by the side of 
his two children who had been formerly buvied there. He was a man of 
unassuming and genial manners, a devoted servant. of Christ, an able and 
instructive preacher, greatly beloved by his brethren. 


Rev. Coarres Wester Brapbury died in Salisbury, Mass., of pa- 
ralysis. May 4, 1877, in the 70th year of his age. He was born in Bangor, 
Me., Nov. 30, 1807. Te fitted for eollege at Hangor Academy. He grad- 
uated at Colby University in the class of 1834, and at Newton in 1837. 
He began in the autumn of that year to supply the pulpit of the Baptist 
Chureli in Saco, Me., and was ordained its pastor in the April following. 
Here he remained only ahout a year after his ordination. Of his several 
pastorates that at East Winthrop, Me., was the longest, from Nov. 1853 to 
May, 1855. “ Most of his life was spent in teaching. He was principal of 
the Hampton Academy, N. IH.,in 1841 and 1842, and of the Amesbury 
High School for several years. Ile spent some years in California, viz: 
from January, 1849, to January, 1851; from March, 1858, to September, 
1866; and again from November, 1874, to May, 1875. There he taught 
and preached in Sacramento, Marysville, Auburn, and perhaps in some 
other places. THe engaged also for a short time in mining. In 1840 
he served as agent for the American and Foreign Bible Society, and in- 
1871 as agent of ile Peace Society.” [Ie was tie anthor ofa Latin Gram- 
mar of considerable merit. His death was very sudden, occurring only 
twenty-four hours after he was seized with paralysis. [Note. This no- 
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tice is taken almost entirely from the obituary record of Colby University, 
prepared by Prof. C. E. Hamlin of Harvard University. ] 


Rev. Cuartrs Keyser, D. D., pastor of the Baptist Church in Wake- 
field, died September 22, 1877, in the 51st year of his age. THe was born 
in Albany, N. ¥., May 18,1827. He was converted when about sixteen 
years old under the ministry of Rev. B. T. Welch, D. D., then pastor in 
Albany, who baptized him. On his seventeenth birth-day he started for 
Madison University where he graduated, and eritered the Theological Sem- 
inary. Soon after he went to Rochester and completed his Theological 
studies with the first elass (1851) sent out from the Rochester Seminary. 
In the October following he was ordained pastor of the Baptist Church at 
Wallingford, Ct., where he remained two years. He was afterwards .set- 
tled one year at Me. Morris, N. ¥., four years at Niagara Falls, N. Y., tour 
or five years with the Jefferson St. Church, Providence, R. I., four years 
at Binghamton, N. ¥., two years with the Eleventh Street Church, Phila- 
delphia, four years at Trenton, N. J., and a little more than two years at 
Wakefield. He was regarded by those who knew him best as a good man, 
of intelligent, conscientious piety, and constant, glowing devotion,—a good 
scholar, an able preacher, a faitlful pastor, a warm and genial friend and 
companion. ILe was careful in his preparation for the pulpit, beth in doc- 
trinal statement, in the Biblical character of his argument and iu the die- 
tion in which he clothed his thoughts. [is ministry, though comparatively 
brief, was profitable to the churches which he served.

ANNUAL REPORT. 


Tux members and friends of the Nortaern Baprisr Epvu- 
caTion SocieTy, while listening to the Annual Report of the 
Directors, will be able to share the deep regret with which it 
is made. A crisis is reached, which can neither be evaded nor 
postponed. Contributions to the Society have been diminish- 
ing for three years. The Treasurer has been accustomed to 
borrow, quarter after quarter, to meet the regular appropria- 
tions, till the deficit exceeded the total of the quarterly dis- 
bursement in June last. The Board felt at liberty to move no 
further in this direction. They therefore notified the students 
expecting our aid, of the state of the treasury, and that we 
should probably be unable to make the appropriations for 
September. 

The result proved the wisdom of this course. For, though 
nearly five months have now passed, and legacies and extra 
interest on the Knowles Scholarship to the amount of about 
$1,200 have been received, the Treasurer’s report shows a 
balance on hand of only $119.28. We thus reach the close of 
the year free from debt, but only by leaving nearly one-quarter 
of the year’s work undone. 

Appropriations have been made to siaty-three students, of 
whom forty-seven were in Newton Theological Institution, 
nine in Brown University, six in Colby University, and one 
in Williams College. Seventeen new applicants for aid from 


Newton have already been examined, three from Colby, and 
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‘two from Brown, which, with those holding over, will swell 
the number to at least sixty-two, who, at the present rate of 
appropriations—reduced twenty dollars in case of students at 
Newton, and sixteen in case of those in college—will require 
at least $7,000 to meet the year’s demands. 

It becomes our delightful privilege again to record the recep- 
tion of legacies, and, as usual, from pious women. It is surely 
remarkable that so many devout women have remembered this 
and other benevolent societies in their wills, else it is remark- 
able that so few devout men have done the same thing. At all 
events, it is very rarely that we have recorded such a legacy 
from @ man. We venture this word, if by any means we may 
provoke our brethren to love and good works. A legacy of 
$50 was received from the estate of Mrs. Josiah Crowell, late 
of Brewster; another of $500 from Mrs. Mary B. Cook, late 
of Watertown ; another for the Permanent Fund—which has 
been invested—from Miss Margaret Wallace, late of Boston ; 

and a portion of the undivided estate of Miss Hancock, late of 

Cambridge. One thing is as certain as such things can be in 
this world of changes and disasters: that the legacies of these 
devout women, and of such who have gone before them, will 
not suffer this cause utterly to fail. Their noble benefactions 
will continue to help educate a succession of Gospel ministers 
till the ages close. A worthier charity could hardly be se- 
lected. It may properly be mentioned with the breaking of 
the alabaster box over the feet of Jesus. 

In our estimates for the year to come, we cannot count on 
legacies. Should there still remain on earth such friends of 
this Society as those named above, we could not wish their 
departure hastened to meet our Jack of benevolence. The in- 
come from the Permanent Fund and the Knowles Scholarship 


will be slightly increased, and the whole may be reckoned at 
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$2,358. During last year former beneficiaries have refunded 
$105, and may do as much next year. Deduct these sums 
from $7,000, the amount needed, and we find $4,586, to 
be raised from churches and personal friends of this cause. 
During the last year only $2,638.39 have been raised from 
these sources—only about one-half of the needed amount. 
Here we pause. The outlook is not auspicious. 

It may be that this crisis calls for a change in our opera- 
tions. Grave objections against rendering such aid as we have 
been accustomed to give, have been reiterated, till some of the 
leading patrons of this Society are withholding their contribu- 
tions. This cause excites now no such enthusiasm as was 
manifested toward it half a century ago. It is clear that we 
ought to do more, or Jess. This half-hearted and half-way 
method of sustaining an enterprise, having such a history as 
this Society can boast, is humiliating and shameful. Let us 
review the subject once more, with a determination to reach a 
decision which will direct to decisive action. 


REASONS FOR OUR WORK. 

Why should we render pecuniary assistance to candidates 
for the Christian ministry while pursuing preparatory studies ? 
This question is of supreme importance to the enterprise which 
we annually call upon the churches to sustain. It may be well 
to attempt an auswer thereto once more. 


1. We should render such candidates pecuniary aid because 
many of them are too poor to educate themselves. ‘This can be 
demonstrated by sending for persons and papers. The Board 
have lately had an investigation—have had one or more an- 
nually for many years—and have uniformly found a consider- 


able number of very worthy candidates for the ministry, too 


poor to educate themselves for the sacred calling. Of the 
2 
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sixty-four students in Newton Theological Institution last year, 
forty-eight were found to be in’ need of pecuniary assistance, 
not only on their own testimony, but also on the testimony of 
the Churches to which they severally belonged, duly certified. 
The fact cannot be gainsaid. 

This is a fundamental fact, the proof of which the Board 
insists upon as an essential condition of placing a student’s 
name upon our roll, Some of these students started very poor, 
but struggled through the academy. Some had a little, which 
they spent in fitting for college. Here and there one had 
enough to help him through his college course. And we had 
one case last year where a noble student entered his senior 
year at Newton, and then reached an extremity which forced 
bim to solicit our help. It’s but little that the Society gives— 
only $120 per year at Newton, or an amount equal to board at 
$3 per week during term time; and only $96 to students in 
college. This amount is greatly needed. Many of them 
sorely need more to relieve them from perplexity, and to 
render their studies suitably profitable. But of this we can 
give assurance to the churches: that their money is appro- 
priated to no student, by this Society, who does not really 
need it. 

2. We ought to help these candidates for the ministry, in 
their need, because the average income of the Baptist minister 
does not justify him in incurring a debt for his preparatory edu- 
eation. We say the average income; for only a few incomes 
will support the ministerial household, and leave a surplus to 
pay an old debt. And students calculating on these exeep- 
tional incomes, might find their calculations as sadly at fault as 


did the ancient Argonauts theirs concerning the golden fleece. 


As a rule, our pastors receive small pay in proportion to the 
demand made upon their income. After the average salary 
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has met the wants of the household, paid a few debts con- 
tracted in spite of the aid received, purchased a few books, and 
made a few contributions, how much will remain toward paying 
a.debt of $744—a sum equal to that now paid to a student 
during his seven years’ course? Few young men, with fore- 
thought enough to qualify them for the duties of public life, 
would be willing to enter the Baptist ministry with such a 
debt, in addition to others which he might be obliged to incur. 
Nor could we advise him todo so. The financial prospects of 
the average pastor at ordination, indicate that he is quite as 
likely to need beneficiary aid in his declining years, as to be 
able to Jiquidate debts incurred while securing his education. 

3. We should help them because they must struggle hard after. 
we have helped them. It has been intimated that our assistance 
tends to weaken their power of endurance and self-reliance. 
But certainly to no great extent. At least two-thirds of their 
expenses must be provided for by other means. And both the 
work and the wages of students have diminished greatly during 
these hard times. After our scanty appropriations are re- 
ceived, they find a dire necessity for close calculations and 
mitny sacrifices. The question of abandoning their course is 
often forced upon them. Some do abandon it, and enter the 
niinistry prematurely, rather than endure these perplexities. 
Many more would do so, unquestionably, were our help denied. 
What we do for them saves them from that extremity. In the 
opinion of the Board, very few, if any, seek help of this Sa- 
ciety, except as a necessity after many severe struggles. 

4. This assistanee keeps up an important connection between 
the Church and her future ministers. The New Testament idea 
of the Gospel ministry is, that the minister is called and com- 
missioned by Christ, as the servant of the Church. The 
Church is the body of Christ; the minister only a member of 
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that body. The Church is the prime agency of Christ; the 
minister only a subordinate or secondary agency. The minis- 
ter must come from the Church, and should give himself to the 
Church. “Ourselves your servants for Jesus’ sake,” is Paul’s 
manner of stating it. Moreover, the minister must be edu- 
cated for his work by the Church, through her servants. As 
Paul has said: “ The things that thou hast heard of me among 
many witnesses, the same commit thou to faithful men, who 
shall be able to teach others also.” Thus the relation of the 
minister to the Church is established in the nature of things, as 
well as by Divine appointment. " 

It follows, of course, that whatever is essential to realize this 
relation, and render it effective, should be done; whatever 
works in harmony therewith, should, be encouraged. Why, 
then, should not the Church and her servants render needed 
pecuniary aid to candidates for)the mitistry? Indeed, -the 
Church has aided them; has expended millions in foundin mi) - 
stitutions of Jearning and profess@rships therein ‘for this wery 
purpose. Scholarships, too, have been, established in, many of 
these institutions, in furtherance of the same desiga.” Would 
it be inconsistent with all this to pay the board of those eandi- 
dates while in these institutions, should it be found necessary 
to do so, in order that they may pursue studies in them? 
Would not the fostering care and sympathy of the Church for 
her future ministers be expressed as appropriately in giving 
them bread, as in furnishing them with the means of culture ? 
And what if it comes to this, that institutions and professors 
must be deserted, or nearly so, by candidates for the sacred 
office, because they lack the means of procuring bread, in ad- 
dition to other necessary things? And to this things have 
come, in part, as we have already shown. If our Society 


should be unable to render its accustomed aid, no doubt a con- 
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siderable portion of those who have been aided, and are now 
looking to us for aid, will withdraw from their studies, their 
rooms will be left vacant, and the fruits of their teachers’ labors 
will be greatly diminished. 

The principle involved in these operations has heen applied 
very extensively, and has been very potent in the growth of 
Christian civilization. The early Christians established and 
used Christian schools, as do ow missionaries to-day, as means 
of promulgating the Gospel and subverting paganism. They 
educated teachers and preachers as their agents to do this 
work. Toa large extent the universities and colleges of the 
Old World were founded on this principle, and with this de- 
sign. In the New World, the same principle reappeared. 
Institutions’ were established and endowed, and dedicated to 
Christ and the Churel, én-the ground that they were not only 
useful. in establishing true*religion, but were essential to the 
success Of Christianity and) Christian civilization. And the 
prineiple was acknowledged to be the same whether private 
individuals or the State patronized these institutions. Nor have 
Baptists been slow or illiberal in enterprises of this nature. 

With slight modifications the principle is still in use. The 
National Government educates officers for the army and navy. 
States have founded schools for the education of teachers for 
their children. Agricultural Colleges, Schools of Technology, 
and other means of culture in the usetul arts, have been en- 
dowed, because it has been believed that the public good will 
be subserved by such means and agencies. Possibly this prin- 
ciple has been pushed too far. [ut it remains substantially 
unchallenged. 

Our fathers acted on this principle when they laid the foun- 
dations of Brown University, of Waterville College, of Newton 
Theological Institution, of Worcester and Middleboro’ A cade- 
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mies, and organized this Education Society in 1814. They 
regarded the minister of the Gospel as the servant and agent 
of the Church; his education as essential to his proper service 
and usefulness ; and therefore believed it to be the duty of the 
Church to provide the means which were necessary to secure 
such an education. Nor did they stop when they found that it 
was necessary even to provide bread for those who were study- 
ing for the sacred office. Shall we renounce the principle ? 
Shall we say to the men preparing for the ministry: ‘“ Edu- 
cate yourselves, for we will have nothing to do with you until 
we desire your services? Let your ministerial relations to the 
Chureh commence when you are called to her special service ” ? 
We must then retrace our steps, and charge our candidates for 
the sacred office, for tuition and other expenses of education. 
But if unprepared to do this, why refuse them. bread, in cases 
where it is necessary to furnish it? Why not carry out the 
principle to a successful issue—honor the relation into which 
these men have entered, and gladly perform this kindness, 
which shall cause them to feel more deeply still that they 
belong to Christ and the Church? 

5. The eause of Christ needs, and will continue to need, edu- 
cated ministers. Much has been said, recently, both seriously 
and jocosely, about the surplusage of ministers. So there are, 
just now, too many mechani¢s, too many doctors, too many 
lawyers, too many railroads, too many ships, too many churches, 
too many men! But the law of natural selection is the true 
corrective for most of these evils, and not the suspension of the 
supply. Perhaps this law should be applied more carefully in 
the examination of candidates for the ministry. But it would 
be a destructive policy to arrest the work of educating men 
to preath the Gospel of Christ. And we seriously question 


whether such a step has ever been proposed, except by parties

whose judgment deserves but little consideratitn. The work 
is not increasing in proportion to the increase of the demand. 
Churches are multiplying at home. Missions are enlarging 
abroad. Ministers are dying. Some are deserting the ranks. 
Others are proving weak and incompetent. Many are now 
assuming ministerial responsibilities with a limited, some with 
a very meagre, education. The outlook is by no means assur- 
ing. No! The number of promising candidates in a course 
of training for the pulpit at this time, is by no means so great 
as to justify any measure likely to diminish it by one. They 
will all be needed, and many more. 

We now come to the decisive question: Will the friends of 
this cause, and members of this Society, furnish the means for 
making appropriations? This the Board wish to have settled 
at this meeting. No delay or uncertainty is admissible. Quar- 
terly Meeting comes in five weeks, when $1,800 will be needed, 
while the Treasurer reports a balance of only $119.28. Under 
these circumstances is it too much to ask that pastors and lay 
brethren present should now pledge themselves to raise a speci- 
fied amount among the congregations which they respectively 
represent? Such pledges would give the Trustees needed as- 
surance, because they have confidence that the people would 
respond javorably if suitably appealed to. The whole sum 
needed for the year’s work is not large. Divided among our 
churches it can easily be raised. Shall not the division now be 


made, and each assume his portion ?

CONSTITUTION. 
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Art. I. The exclusive object of this Society shall be to aid, in acquiring, 
a suitable education, such faitinett pious young men, of the Baptist denom- 
ination, as shall vive satisfactory evidence to the churches of which they are 
members, that they are called of God to the gospel ministry. 


Art. II. Every ordained Baptist Minister in Massachusetts shall be, 
ex officio. a member of this Soviety. Any other person may become an 
annual member by paying into its Treasury one dollar, a life-member by 
paying at once thirty dollars, and a life-director by paying one hundred 
dollars, and shall have the right to sit and deliberate in all meetings of the 
Board. 


Art. III. The officers of this Society shall be a President, two Vice- 
Presidents, a Corresponding Secretary, a Recording Secretary, Treasurer, 
and sixteen Directors, to be elected annually by ballot, unless otherwise 
ordered at the time, who shall together constitute a Board for the transac- 
tion of business, six of whom, when regularly convened, shall constitute a 
quorum. 


Art. IV. The Roard shall take charge of the pecuniary concerns of the 
Society ; appoint necessary agents; receive applications of candidates and 
judge of their qualification; determine on the place where beneficiaries 
shall pursue their studies, and the length of the time which they shall de- 
vote to study ; make appropriations 10 beneficiaries; and venerally it shall 
be thé duty of the Board to watch over the interests, and perform the busi- 
ness of the Society. The Board shall keep a fair record of their procecdings, 
and annually make @ report to the Society. 


Art. V, The Treasurer shall receive all moneys and other property 
belonging to the Society, and make investments of the same, in the name of 
the Society, in the safest and most productive forms, under the direction 
of the Board; and make payments of money from time to time, agreeably 
to the order of the Board ; and annually reifer to the Society a written 
account of all the receipts and expenditures within the year, of the amount 
of its funds, and the manner in which they are invested. The Treasurer’s 
account, before it is submitted to the Soriety, shall be auilited by a Commit- 
tee annually chosen for that purpose. The Treasurer shall also give to the 
Board, whenever they request it, a particular account of the state of the 
Treasury, and whenever the Board require it, he shail transfer ail the pro- 
perty of the Society which may be in his possession, to the Auditing Com- 
mittee. 

Art. VI The Directors shall have power to fill al! vacancies which 
may occur in their own body, until the next annual meeting. 

ArT. VII. The President, and in his absence the Vice-President shall 
have power, at, the request of three Directors, to call special meetings of the 
Society. 

ArT. VIII. The Society shall hold its annual meeting on Tuesday next 
preceding the last Wednesday in October, at such place as the Board may 
direct. 

Ant. IX. No alteration shall be made in this Constitution, except at 
an annual meeting of the Society, and by a vote of three-fourths of the 
members present.
